was the first chaired by Chancellor White. 


higher education by providing an ad- 
ditional $250 million in state funding 
to the system. 

But, now the question is, what to do 
with the new potential funding? 

Brown joined the CSU Board of Trust- 
ees meeting — the first to be chaired by 
new CSU Chancellor Timothy P. White 
— in Dumke Auditorium yesterday to 
begin discussions on the funding. 


During the Board meeting, Execu- 
tive Vice Chancellor and Chief Finan- 
cial Officer Benjamin Quillian cited 
that the budget proposal “falls con- 
siderably short” of the Board’s $371.9 
million request for state funding in 
addition to its current baseline budget. 

However, Quillian also said that the 
governor’s proposal is “not a path to 
the old ways of doing business, and it is 
consistent with the directions that we

Pi, a restaurant where she worked as a 
waitress. 

“When I came out here, I was 
scared. I was very shy,” she said. “I 
didn’t talk to anybody. The only other 
person I talked to was my roommate.” 

As a way to break into the Long 
Beach music scene, Thaiss said she 
decided to host the open mic every 
Monday night. The event started off 
with a bang, bringing in students from 
the CSULB music department for what 
would become an ultimate jam session, 
Thaiss said. 

However, the burden of school and 
different schedules brought a lull in 
the open mic night participation. 

“So, basically what the open mic 
was, was an empty restaurant, me 
playing piano and singing for three 
hours and then me crying at the end of 
the night,” Thaiss said. “Some nights 
it was really good, and I met a lot of 
great friends that I hold really close 
to me. But some nights it was dead, 
and I would just cry. But it made me 
stronger.” 

The open mic night was put on hia- 
tus so that Thaiss could focus on her 
studies at CSULB. During the sum- 
mer, however, Thaiss teamed up with 
coworker Vanessa Luciana to start the 
event back up again. 

“We had a different approach,” 
Thaiss said. “We had a feature artist 
this time, and we did a better job at 
advertising.” 

As the open mic night grew, Thaiss 
and Luciana, who have been hosting 
the event for free over the course of a 
year, asked the owner of Pizza Pi, who 
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was reluctant to share the restaurant’s 
profits, for compensation for their 
work on the event. Miscommunica- 
tions and disagreements with Pizza 
Pi’s owner led the girls to move to 
Shillelagh last October. 

Pizza Pi eventually closed in mid- 
November. 

“The atmosphere is just so much 
better,’ Thaiss said. “It’s.a smaller 
place, which is unfortunate, but the 
food is just as delicious, if not even 
more so.” 

Shillelagh owner Donnie Larson 
said that the open mic night is some-

thing new that his restaurant is still 
feeling out. 

“We are having a great turnout, but 
it’s a small space, so it limits the walk- 
in customers,” he said. “It’s so new to 
me. I’m still trying to figure it out.” 

The event starts out with Thaiss, 

“who warms up the artists with a couple 
of songs. She showcases her experi- 
ence from singing with the CSULB 
Pacific Standard Time Jazz Ensemble. 

“I pretty much owe all of my abili- 
ties now to the [CSULB music] depart- 
ment,” she said. “I’ve learned a lot ... 
about being a professional, which is 
going to help me out in every aspect of 
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my life.” 

Now when Thaiss approaches the 
microphone, a booming voice comes 
out of the once-shy performer. She be- 
comes the subject of the song, telling 
stories through her music. 

Thursday’s featured performer, 
CSULB communications alumnus Tim 
Ehrreich, also gave Shillelagh custom- 
ers and other open mic artists a chill 
through their spine as he performed 
music inspired by the Deep South. 
Switching between soulful vocals 
about redemption and cheating, Delta 
blues-inspired harmonica and folk gui- 
tar, Ehrreich offers listeners a familiar 
approach to storytelling. 

Ehrreich said that the open mic is a 
good opportunity for artists to come 
together as a community and share 
their work without having to worry 
about selling tickets. 

“I just like the fact of promoting live 
local music ... It’s a dying breed,” Ehr- 
reich said. “Everybody’s worried about 
rejection. For me, I try to become the 


- character in the song.” 


Other performers include comedi- 
ans, poets, as well as an eclectic mix of 
musiCians. 

After graduating, Thaiss started 
working on recording sessions in Los 
Angeles, formed a band called Ham 
and Turkey with CSULB alumnus 
Kaan Akin and even started aiding the 
production of a Las Vegas musical. 
Other projects, like an all-girl folk 
group tentatively called Whiskey and 
Honey, have also come up in the past 
few months for Thaiss.

San Jose State has partnered with 


Udacity Inc. to offer several online for- . 


credit classes that will be available to 
both students who are part-of the Cal 
State University system and to the gen- 
eral public. 

The first courses in the pilot program 
will be algebra, college algebra and sta- 
tistics. 

Each individual course will cost 
$150 if students choose to take it 
through SJSU. 

However, students can also take 
the courses through Udacity Inc. for 
free but will not receive credit for the 
class. 

“The San Jose program isn’t limited 
to matriculated CSU students,’ CSU 
Spokesman Erik Fallis said. “Any in- 
terested Californian could take a class 
for the cost of a community college 
course.” 


Newly. appointed CSU Chancellor’ 


Timothy P. White said during a press 
conference that the program marks 
progress in using technology to help 
students learn. 

“This partnership represents a step 
forward in using technology to enhance 
the learning environment for our stu- 
dents, wherever they happen to be,” 
White said. 

Each class will have around 100 
students, according to Pat Lopes 


Harris, media relations director for 


SJSU. : 

For now SJSU and Udacity Inc. 
will focus. on figuring out what will 
work to help students pass the most 
difficult classes the first time, Harris 
said. 

“San Jose State University and Udac- 
ity Inc. will be focusing real hard on the 
three courses in the pilot program, and 


then based on a third party assessment, . 


we will move forward from there,” Har- 
ris said. 
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[the CSU] are already pursuing.” 

The directions that Brown’s pro- 
posal urges the CSU toward include 
making more courses available for stu- 
dents through use of technology. The 
proposal allots $10 million to the CSU 
specifically for this goal. 

CSU Spokesman Erik Fallis said that 
the proposal namely addresses making 
“bottleneck courses” more available for 
students, which are those courses that 
either prevent a student from graduating 
or from moving onto the next course. 

Fallis said that the CSU’s recent 
launch of Cal State Online will help 
to make these bottleneck courses more 
available, along with a number of other 
technology initiatives and approaches 
that the system already has underway. 

The potential increase in state fund- 
ing is a stark contrast to the $750 mil- 
lion cut the CSU took in 2012-13, and 
the increase comes with a four-year 
plan that Quillian said was “very much 
to his liking.” : 

“Tt has been exceedingly difficult to 
try and plan the finances of this insti- 
tution not knowing from one year to 
the next if we were going to get cut and 
how much we were going to get cut,” 
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Quillian said. 

The four-year plan included in the 
budget proposal allows for a 5 percent 
increase in state funding to the CSU in 
2013-14 and 2014-15 as well as a sub- 
sequent 4 percent increase in the two 
following fiscal years. 

Quillian said that this four-year plan 
comes with the expectation that tuition 
will not increase for the next four years. 
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Discussions -of the budget proposal 
turned toward providing enough ser- 
vices for low-income or underprivi- 
leged students in the CSU, as Cal State 
Long Beach President F. King Alexan- 
der initiated the discussion by saying 
that many states have been successful 
in K-12 education by funding under- 
privileged students differently from 
suburban or richer students. 


“If we apply the same principle to 
higher education, much of this goes on 
as well, but we’re reluctant to address 
it,” Alexander said. 

However, during the meeting Brown 
argued that his budget proposal already 
addresses this at the K-12 level, thereby 
preparing students before reaching the 
CSU level and needing support then. 

“I’m proposing a very bold formula 
that would give more money to those 
school districts that have more kids in 
foster care, more kids in low-income 
families, more kids that don’t speak 
English as a first language,” Brown 
said. “This is already a tall mountain to 
climb. Let’s climb that first, and if we 
do that, these kids will be better pre- 
pared.” 

Fallis said that because the gover- 
nor’s proposal provides less than the 
CSU requested, the 23-campus system 
will have to prioritize where the ad- 
ditional state funding is most needed. 

“What the governor is proposing is 
less than we laid out, so what we will 
need to do is look at what we can actu- 
ally achieve with those dollars,” Fallis 
said, “and it’s going to be, by nature, 
a matter of prioritization a matter of 
stretching our means and trying to 
find out what we can do that’s in the 
best interest of the students.” 


BOT grants access to new funds for Cal State Online 


Nearly half of the CSU 
campus presidents 
spoke in support of 
the program yesterday.

The Cal State University Board of 
Trustees passed a motion yesterday to 
allow Cal State Online access to gen- 
eral and state funds. 

Cal State Online had previously been 
designed as a self-supporting system, 
where course fees would completely 
fund the expenses of its operation, un- 
like the CSU itself, where student tu- 
ition makes up only half of all revenue. 

According to John Welty, president 
of Cal State Fullerton, high demand 
for online education was a factor in 
the decision. 

“Tt was envisioned we would offer 
programs through self-support; how- 
ever, we have seen interest in support- 
ing online education grow,” he said. 

CSU Chancellor Timothy P. White 
expressed that some of the program’s 


details still need to be worked out for 
it to function properly. 

“We're redesigning the Dreamliner 
while we’re flying it,” he said. “We’re 
going to make mistakes. All the piec- 
es don’t fit because all the pieces don’t 
exist yet.” 

Lt. Gov. Gavin Newsom. said. Cal 
State Online was “light-years ahead of 
the UC system” in developing a practi- 
cal online education system. Yet, he too 
was Critical of Cal State Online, warn- 
ing against long-term contracts with 
platform providers while technology 
rapidly evolves. Cal State Online’s cur- 
rent platform provider is Pearson eCol- 


~_ lege, which was selected last summer. 


“Seven years ago, a tweet was 
a sound,” he said. “We don’t know 
where technology will be in another 
seven years.” 

Cal State Los Angeles President 
James M. Rosser said a reliable, effi- 
cient online education system could be 
used to tackle California’s remediation 
problem, where more than 1.7 million 
college students have to take remedial 
math and English classes every year. 

“It’s about leveling the playing field 
with whatever is available for us to do 
that,” Rosser said. 3 

Cal State Online, Rosser said, could 
be used to cover less demanding re- 
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medial classes and would free faculty 
members to teach more demanding 
courses in person. 

“This is more important than cours- 
es and degrees,” he said. “It’s how you 
use a new tool that California needs.” 

Almost half of the CSU campus’ 
presidents..spoke in support of Cal 
State Online during the Board meet- 
ing, praising it for its potential to reach 
out to students who cannot attend 
classes on campus and reach out to a 
greater number of students in total. 

J. Michael Ortiz, President of Cal 
Poly Pomona, even went so far as to sug- 
gest that Cal State Online could help re- 
duce California’s carbon footprint. 

Cal State Online debuted the first 
fleet of its pilot programs last week, un- 
veiling six online degree programs at 
both the bachelor’s and master’s level. 

According to CSU Spokesman 
Mike. .Uhlenkamp, Cal State Online 
primarily targets former CSU students 
who have completed part of their de- 
gree coursework. 

“With CSU Online, these students 
will be able to complete a CSU degree, 
and the state gets a return on the in- 
vestment,” Uhlenkamp said. 

The courses cost between approxi- 
mately $400 and $500 per unit, ac- 
cording to Uhlenkamp. Students can 


qualify for financial aid, with the ex- 
ception of state university grants. 

While each CSU campus has differ- 
ent admission requirements for each 
degree program, the application pro- 
cess is the same across the board, uti- 
lizing CSU Mentor, the same site used 
by brick-and-mortar CSU. campuses, 
according to Uhlenkamp. 

To take part in the program, each 
campus made a $50,000 commitment, 
according to Uhlenkamp. 

While Cal State Online will cost 
the 23 CSU campuses approximately 
$1.15 million collectively, Cal State 
Long Beach President F. King Alexan- 
der said that Cal State Online would 
“certainly” be available to all CSU 
students in the future, giving them a 
chance to graduate sooner. 

“What you will discover once these 
courses become commonplace is that 
many of our on campus students will 
also benefit from the additional educa- 
tional options which might be online or 
on campus,” Alexander said via email. 

According to Uhlenkamp, the pro- 
gram’s future will be determined by 
the success of the pilot programs. 

“It’s going to depend on demand,” 
Uhlenkamp said. “We hope people 
realize there’s some value to the pro- 
grams and the quality Pearson offers.” 
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Technology is not the only answer for the CSU 


Gov. Jerry Brown has unveiled 
his budget proposal, and while it 
includes more money for the Cal 
State University system, it also 
pushes for more technology to be 
integrated with education. 

According to Brown’s budget 
proposal, $10 million of the al- 
located $2.2 billion to the CSU 
should be spent on opening up 
bottleneck courses through the use 


of technology.

want the CSU to focus more on 

its new Cal State Online degree 
completion program? Does he want 
more online tools available for 
students? Or is it a mixture of both? 

It’s hard not to notice the desire 
for the Cal State Online program to 
be successful. 

An online degree is more cost 
efficient for both the CSU and the 
student. Students are not paying 
for the physical classroom; they are 
just paying for the content and the 
time of a professor. Also, students 
get to complete their degree online 
in the comfort of their own home. 

But, even though online courses 
may be more cost efficient for 
everyone, is it the best way for a 
student of the CSU to get an educa- 
tion?

Making most, if not all lower-division and general education 
courses available online for students may be a solution. Keep- 

ing students coming to their upper-division courses on campus, 
which are more in-depth and require more student involvement 
and interaction, would be a good way to help balance and curve the 
impacted courses problem.

Q: How would you describe your show “Holly- 
wood Babble-On” to the uninitiated?

I think it’s an added 
bonus when you're there live because you get to see 
the facial expressions and the crazy dance moves that 
Kevin does, that you don’t get with the audio. There’s 
something special about being at a live show, live 
comedy especially. It’s funny listening to the audio, 
but you always feel like, “Wow I wish I could have 
seen that or been there.” There’s an extra added ex- 
citement about being in the room when it happens. 


Q: One of your show’s raunchiest and most hi- 
larious recurring segments involves making out- 
rageous jokes about the size of actor Liam Nee- 
son’s genitals. How did that start? 


A: It came about in one of these off-hand conver- 


sations we were having about one of Liam Neeson’s . 


films. Kevin brought up an interview that he had read 
with Janice Dickenson, one of the early supermodels 
who had dated Liam Neeson, and she had mentioned 
his enormous “manhood.” We started cracking up 
and wondering if it was even true, and that spawned 
a segment in which our listeners send in fake facts 
about how big he-really is.

has found a solution to the graduation 
of his core four from last year ina trio 
of transfers: Dan Jennings, Keala King 
and Tony Freeland. 

A year after losing four seniors that 
had been starters for at least three 
years each, Monson has gotten the 
49ers into first place in the Big West 
Conference once again. The men’s 
basketball head coach has done it with 
the help of three transfers who were 
once highly-touted recruits coming out 
of high school. 

Jennings, a 6-foot-9 forward who 
transferred from West Virginia, has 
been eligible from the start of the 
season and is currently second on the 
team in rebounds and third in points. 
He and James Ennis, a junior college 
transfer who joined the 49ers last year, 
have successfully replaced last year’s 
rebound leader, T.J. Robinson. 

King, an Arizona State transfer at 
guard, has taken a significant load 
off the shoulders of point guard Mike 
Caffey. 

The former Santa Ana Mater Dei 
High School standout and four-star 
recruit subs in for Caffey and draws 
attention away from him when they’re 
in the game at the same time. He has 
contributed 10.1 points per game and

averages 3.7 assists per game, second 
on the team only to Caffey. 

King’s impact on LBSU can be seen 
in Caffey’s stats as much as his own. 
Before King became eligible play in 
the 49ers’ conference opener against 
Pacific, Caffey was shooting under 30 


percent from the field. Since then, he 
has made 50.6 percent of his shots, an 
improvement that can largely be cred- 
ited to the new talents around him. 
The final transfer to start games 
this year is forward Tony Freeland, 
formerly of DePaul. Freeland made 


an immediate impact, as he led the 
49ers in points in his first game. He 
has averaged 10.1 points per game and 
currently leads the team in shooting 
percentage. 

Jennings, King and Freeland have 
provided a solid supporting cast to

Ennis and Caffey, the only remaining 
49ers to make significant minutes in last 
season’s NCAA tournament run. Un- 
fortunately for Monson, they only have 
one more year of eligibility remaining. 
It also took time for the transfers to 
develop chemistry; something Los An- 
geles Lakers fans know can take a while 
and is essential to winning. 

As Monson rebuilds through re- 
cruiting, his transfers are keeping The 
Beach relevant in the Big West and 
NCAA tournament pictures. LBSU 
scored another star transfer just two 
weeks ago in former UCLA guard 
Tyler Lamb. 

What will ultimately make LBSU 
a mainstay in March will be good 
recruiting classes similar to the one 
Monson introduced in 2008. That class 
that included Casper Ware, Larry An- 
derson, Eugene Phelps and Robinson. 

This year’s freshmen are promis- 
ing as well and may be the next wave 
of homegrown LBSU stars. Guard 
Deng Deng has proven to be a huge 
asset behind the 3-point line, and point 
guard Branford Jones performed well 
in the season opener against North 
Alabama before leaving the game with 
an injury. He had scored eight points in 
15 minutes before suffering the ankle 
injury that has sidelined him for every 
other game this year. 

For now though, Monson’s trio of 
transfers are plugging the holes left by 
star seniors. Whether or not they can 
match the success of last year’s senior 
class remains to be seen.
